MANY MORE ABLAZE 
AND MAY GO DOWN 


OFFICIAL, INCOMPLETE 
REPORT ON TEST SHOWS 
WEAPON'S VAST POWER 


ABOARD USS APPALACHIAN 


OFF BIKINI, July l.—(flV—Three 
of the 73 old target warships w>rc 
sunk and eight others badly dam- 
aged In today's spectacular test 
ol the fourth atomic bomb, Vice 
Adm. 
W. H. P. Blandy reported 
tonight as vessels of hie task 
force moved 
into Bikini lagoon 
to survey damage. 


This was based on a cursory 
inspection. Many ships are burn- 
ing. The total could be higher by 
daybreak 


Whether ths atomic bomb will 
force navies of the world into new 
construction and battle tactics re- 
mained the day's big question. 


Much Damage Done. 
The bomb brought a great deal 


of damage to ships anchored in 
the lagoon, but the blast did not 
f-ink a capital ship, even though 
they were directly under the ex- 
plosion. 
' _ Admiral Blandy declined ut a 
press conference to draw any con- 
clusions from the test. 
"That's not our job," he said. 
"We put facts before the evalua- 
tion board of the joint chiefs of 
staff and the evaluation commis- 
sion of the president and they 
draw conclusions." 


Biimli Said 1'oU'iit. 
Scientists aboard the admiral's 
flagship said they thought today'* 
bomb was about equal In nuclear 
efficiency as the one used at Nag- 
asaki.

Some 200,000 
workers were reported out.

practice men over 25 have not been 
inducted for some time. 


In fact, the army nlrendy has an- 


nounced it will levy- no draft quotas 
for July and August. 


Still Must Register. 


The new law does not change 


the existing requirement for 18- 
years olds to register; it simply 
prohibits their actual 
induction.
